Ir is well Ikuown that there is not in 
the whole of South Formosa a single 
anchorage during the south-west mon- 
soon for anything larger than junks, 
and that, especially in the typhoon sca- 
son, steamers are often in great danger 
if they stay at Takau or Aupiog, and 
aot the best of times are liable to be 
completely cut off from communication 
with the shore on necount of the heavy 
swell. Thus, the weather and physical 
formation of the const render it practi- 
cally impossible for the foreign settle- 
mente to depend on naval protection in 
suminer. ‘I'he ships sre never safe there, 
and may have to clear out at any mo- 


} ment for the Pescadores ; they may even 


bo canght suddenly before there is time 
to clear. And even with ordinarily fine 
monsoon weather the swell would make 
the ships’ guns ineffective ond. com- 
munications precerious. Whether tha 
recent typhoon, of which wo had a 
whiff in Hongkong on Saturday, did or 
did not affect Anping .we have 20 
yet, but’ its mere prox- 
imity must have been clarming enough 
to small gunboats like the Redbreast 
and her sister ships; for of course it is 
only a small gunboat that can get near 
Aoping. So now it is hardly to be ex- 
pected that they can keep at their poste, 
however urgent the need may be from 
the landsmun’s point of view ; for a ship 
caunot bombard itshe is rolling heavily, 
and she cannot land boatloads of troops 
over-n heavy surf, und there ia nothing 
else to be done, ‘This dues not seem to 
have been realised by the British 
Minister in Peking, nor by the foreign. 
ers in Anping; the Minister assured 
them that the gunboats and marines 
would remain on the spot, anit the ite- 
sidents relied on that afd neglected’ to 
avail themselves of a chance to get away, 
when as a matter’ of pire sautical 
knowledge it was impossible for ihe 
eunbonts to remain, ‘Lhe only thing 
to do is to clear out; and the best thing 
residents cau do is to clear out sso. 
The British commanding oficerhas been 
iustracted to ‘render all possible as- 
sistance,’ which can only meau provide 
passage to some gther port. ‘Lo stay at 
Anping through the typhoon season is

GREAT BRITAIN AND JAPAN. 

18 THERE A SECRET ARRANGEMENT? 

At the annual dinner of the London 
Chamber. of Commerce, on May 29, the 
Japanese Ambassador, M, Takaaki Kato, 
said it was now the duty of diplomatiata 
to promote good feeling among nations. 
He reviewed the great progress Japan 
hed monde, and declared she had no 
motives eave those which were praise- 
worthy. (Heat, hear.) Japanese trade 
with Great Britain was of great value, It 
was true Japan was manufacturing cotton 

arne, matohes, &o., and producing coal on 
her own account, but the fact was that the 
import of cotton yarns to Japan was increas- 
ing in epita of homa manufactures, and 
there was a great ficld for other productions. 
Japan wished to buy the best article in the 
oheapest market, and Great Britain was 

nite welcome to furnish that market, Her 

‘ajesty’s Government had shown Japsn some 
striking proofs of goidwill, especiatly in oon- 
cluding a treaty which they had long desired, 
and aleoon & more recent oconainn, to which he 
sould pot mora purtioulariy refer, for whioh 
this country had earsed the und) ing grati. 
ude of his own. They were also grateful 
to the Goverument for sondiog out Sir E, 
Satow tothem. Japan waa ambitious asa 
nation, but sli she wistied was to obtain her 
objects in a strictly straighttorward way. 
Sir EF, Bstow also.responded, mentioning the 
great change which hed taken place in 
Japan since he knew it first, and said that 
she had now attained her ambitiou by enter. 
ing into’ the comity of oations on equal 
terms. 


The Overlond Mail comments as fol- 
lows:—There is a certain significance in 
the fnot that tho Japanese envoy, Mr Kato, 
went out of his way, in bis speech at the 
dinner of tho Chambers of Commorce on 
Wednesday, to sssure his hearors that’ the 
British Government haa earned by its 
recent policy in tho Far Bast ‘ the undying 
gratitude’ of the Japanese. Mr Kato must 
be vory intimately acquainted with tha 
situation in which the action of our Go- 
veriment proved to be of euch importance 
os to warrant this strong oxprecsion of 
feeling; and we may infer that the in- 
fluence of Groat Britain, in tho critical 
affair of the movement of the three Powerm 
to check the pretensions of Japan, has not 
teen limited to Platonic expressions of 
gpinion, but has been of a practical and 
decided character. ‘Undying gratitude” 
is not earned from nationa by mere words 
of sympathy, howovor prettily expressed ; 
aud the tee of such a phrase suggesta that 
our Government definitely supported the 
Japanese in resisting domands which wore 
excessive, possibly, no Jess’ on hor good 
cature than on our own forbearance. Lord
